S.R.O. 3143.—Whereas the Central Government considers it necessary or 
expedient in the public interest that the restrictions imposed by sections 19, 
20 and 21 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), should cease to be imposed to 
the extent hereinafter mentioned; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 48 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby directs that the 
operation of the said sections 19, 20 and 21 shall be relaxed in the case of 
export licences for dust teas applied for before the 31st December 1957 and 
available upto the 31st March, 1958. 
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
